From memory we 
testify that Mr. Bryan, in the introductory part of that speech, 
said in emphatic words that his professional and other duties 
at home were so great and were such a demand upon his time 
that he had no time to devote to enlightening voters upon the 
free coinage of silver from the stump. But that he had been 
solicited repeatedly and urged so strongly by the Bymetallic 
League of the United States, an association of persons devoted 
to furthering the interests of silver, to make public speeches at 
different places under the auspices of said League, that he 
agreed to do so, and that that was the reason of his presence 
in Pheonix."

The Secretary of State will hereafter 
insist upon a strict compliance with tbe 
law governing quartely statements aop 
especially those that are required to be 
published. 

Id the past, tbe state banks were ac- 
customed to make out their official re- 
turns frequently in irregular form and 
thug transmit them to the Secretary, and 
then the banks would prepare statements 
for publication in quite different form. 

Corporation Clerk Freeman has had in 
quiriea from some Louisville banks and 
hag replied that the law must be strictly 
complied with by publishing an exact 
copy of the atatement filed in Frankfort. 
Right at tbe tep of tbe official atatement 
are two items of great importance, one 
Ihe amount ef money owing to tbe bank 
from stockholders, and the other tbe 
amount owing from directors. These 
items are frequently embarrassing, but 
their exhibition is very useful in prevent- 
ing such abuses as have caused moat of 
the bank failures in past years. 

Mr Freeman will not allow tbe banks 
ts make any additions to schedules or 
erasures from them. Borne of the state- 
ments juit received under the September 
call show that country banks are paying 
from 4 to 0 per cent. Interest on deposits 
subject to check. Every business man 
kaows that suck banking la exceedingly 
dangerous at any time, and at this time, 
when interest rates are low and the de- 
mand for money very tight, It is an ex- 
ceedingly queer business for a bank to 
say such rates for deposits

FIVE BATTLES, 

' In Which the Spanish Troop* 
Were Beaten by Gen. Maceo. 

I The Most Formidable Expedition Ever 

Landed on Cuban Soil. 




Havana. Oet. 10, via Tampa, Fla., 
Oct. 16.— The following lean account 
of the laat fight in Pinar del Rio. gath- 
ered from Information received here 
from Spanish aonrees: 

Maeeo left the hills with about 9,000 
or 3,000 men to meet an expedition 
which has landed on the extreme point 
. o< the laland, somewhere about Dimas, 
which expedition, it appeara, la not 
tbe ono brought by the "Three 
' Friends," as reported, but one fit- 
ted out in France, or some other 
place, with Cuban funds collected in 
France, commanded by a well known 
lavana lawyer named Fernando Friere 
Andrade. The expedition appears to 
have been the most formidable ever 
landed in Cuba, and is said to have 
consisted of about 5.000 rifles, 1,000.000 
cartridges, MOO blankets and water- 
proofs, two or three cannon, dynamite, 
medicines, etc., etc. 

Weyler, being informed of the land- 
ing and that Maceo had sent forces to 
convey the expedition to the hills, sent 
five columns, in combination with each 
other, to interoept his way and if pos- 
sible, oapture the convoy. As a result 
of this communication there occurred 
five successive engagements In which 
the Spaniards are said to have lost 
over six hundred men without obtain- 
ing their coveted object, since Maceo 
is now reported to have reached the

his own life. In fact, it ia believed 
he expected to be dead before the 
ir reached Juneau. 
Telegrams describing the fugi 
have been sent all over the coun 
but there is little doubt expressed that 
he is now either dead in Philadelphia 
or sailing across the Atlantic lor a for- 
eign port. His wife and child are com- 
pletely overcome, and the intense ex- 
citement in the town still continues. 

Thursday's developments In the case 
have shown that Rambusch had oper- 
ated with a boldness that Is startling 
Thursday morning a set of keys were 
found which proved to be duplicate 
keys for all the offices and vaults in 
the courthouse, and the further dis- 
covery was made that the official 
records have been tampered with. It 
seems that Mr. Rambusch had privi 
leges extended to him because of hit 
high standing that could not have been 
granted by the officials to anybody 
else, and it is said that when his doings 
were criticized by officials who were 
styled over-ofHcioua, the people wi 
indignant that anybody should accuse 
Mr. Rambusch of doing what 
right. 

It is now evident that he used hi> 
keys to get Into offices and vaults wher 
nobody was around, and make such m 
of records as he saw fit.

The Project Has Cost the Govern- 
ment About One Million Dollars, 



And Waa Itegnn Nearly 
Century A»o-Th. Baa. Lin. I 
Miles la Laneth-Tbe Longi 
Heretofore Wee lo Ind 

Washington, Oct 16.— The 
geodetic survey hoa just concluded its 
labors in the field upon the most atu- 
pendous geodetic survey ever under- 
taken In any country, and which gives 
the United States the longest base line 
upon which to establish subsequent 
surveys in existence In the world. 
It la known a*, the trans-continental 
arc and lies along the 30th paral- 
lel of north latitude extending 
from ocean to ocean. Its eastern end 
la at a point on the Atlantic ten miles 
south of Little Egg Island lighthouse, 
below Cape May. and its western end 
is six milea north of Punta Arenas 
lighthouse on the Pacific above San 
Francisco several milea Accord- 
ing to the radius of the 39th 
parallel, aa given by liessel, the 
famous astronomer of Konigsberg, 
Germany, who haa calculated the 
diameters of the earth, and 
measures the distance from tho earth 
to 01 Cygnl, the nearest fixed star, the 
length of the arc, aa measured by the 
coast and geodetic survey oilicials, is 
111 feet in error, and according to the 
radius of the same parallel as fixed by 
Sir Andrew Clark, of Glasgow 
versity, the error la 98* feet 
Gen. Duffield. superintendent of the 
survey, declares that these varia- 
tions from tbe heretofore establish- 
ed standards show error in them and 
not in the calculation of his scientists. 
By the measurements made on the line 
and which have been aggregated li 
the office here, the arc, at sea level for 
the entire distance, that is following 
:urvature of the earth's surface, ia 
2.035.8 miles In length. The establish- 
ment of the radius of the 3Uth parallel, 
from these measurements. Is a matter 
for future calculation. 

The value and vaatness of the work 
just accomplished can not be intelli- 
gently appreciated by the unscientific 
mind. It waa inaugurated by the sur- 
vey nearly, if not quite, half a century 
ago. Progress upon it has been spas- 
lodtc, but some work was done every 
ear since the beginning. It has cost
